THE LOCH NESS 
MONSTER 


JOURNALIST’S VIEWS 


-- 


The problem of the Loch Ness Monster was 
discussed at a recent meeting of the Edin- 
burgh Rotary Club by Mr. P. A. Stalker, 
Edinburgh, who referred to a number of mis- 
conceptions which a considerable number of 
people still had concerning the whole subject. 

Sceptical nonsense, ridicule, and complete 
misunderstanding of the facts by people who 
had never studied them, said Mr. Stalker, had 
done more than anything else to delay 
thorough investigation of the problem, Dur- 
ing two days which he had spent at Loch 
Ness in the early autumn of last year he had 
interviewed a number of the witnesses—who 
now numbered hundreds from all parts of the 
country. The idea that the so-called monster 
Was a strange sea beast, half real and half 
Supernatural, with great eyes shining like 
motor lamps, and claws waiting to clutch 
careless onlookers from the shores of the 
loch—this idea, if it existed, was purely a 
figment of the imagination of people who had 
never seen it, and never inquired into it, and 
had no knowledge of the witnesses, To the 
observers of it, it was a flesh and blood 
creature, and as no one had been able to 
identify it as any known type they were 
naturally curious to know what it actually 
was. 

A great many suggestions had been made, 
most of them merely ridiculous. One sug- 
gestion, invented abroad, was that the so- 
called monster was part of the wreckage of 
an airship surk in Loch Ness during the War. 
The Air Ministry’s comment in London was 
that no airship had been sunk before, during, 
or since‘the War. In any case, it was diffi- 
cult to see how the wreckage of an airship 
could travel from end to end of a _ loch 
twerty miles long, sometimes at considerable 
speed. 

Unfortunately, no scientific verdict had 
been given, although the speaker had read 
one or two prejudiced statements written by 
scientists who had made no personal, close 
investigation into the subject at ail, who 
knew nothing of the witnesses, and were not, 
therefore, competent to weigh the evidence, 
The evidence of reliable witnesses suggested 
that the so-called monster was a large 
creature, much larger than a seal, which 
could not be identified as a whale, a giant 
squid, or a basking shark, and certainly ‘not 
as a school of porpoises. Whether or not it 
was of any scientific importance, it had cer- 
tainly been of some commercial importance. 
The idea, however, that it was merely a clever 
Press or publicity ‘‘stunt’’ invented by 
journalists or the people of Inverness had 
never had the slightest atom of truth in it. 


MATERNITY HOMES

DATE OF OPERATION 
OF NEW ACT 


By Our POLITICAL CorRRESPONDENT. 


The Department of Local Government has 
as lst January next as the date for 
the coming into operation of the new 
Registration of Maternity Homes Act. 

he provisions of the Act apply to all 
premises which are either wholly or ‘partly 
used or intended to be used for the reception 
of expectant mothers or of women im- 
mediately after child birth. This includes 
any house, home, lying-in hospital, or 
hospital used for the reception and treatment 
of maternity cases. Hospitals under the con- 
trol of local authorities come within the Act. 

Persons who propose to carry on maternity 
homes on or after Ist January, 1935, should 
make themselves acquainted with the pro- 
visions of the Registration of Maternity 
Homes Act, 1934, and of the Maternity 
Homes Regulations, 1934. 

Maternity homes registered under the Act 
will be required to keep records in the form 
prescribed in the regulations and to be pro- 
vided with a book for such records by the 
1st January, 1935. 


SAAR PROBLEM 
WAR OR PEACE

TURNING POINT IN 
LEAGUE’S WORK 


» 


Tt possibilities—for war or peace—of 


the Saar situation were discussed by Sir 


John Harris i an address entitled 
“Some Impressions of the  Filteenth 
Assembly,” which he gave to the Autumn 


School of the League of Nations Union (West 
of Scotland District Council) at Waverley 
Hvdropathic, Melrose, Scotland. 

Sir John Harris said that the outstanding 
event in this year’s Assembly was the 
entrance of the Russian Republic into the 
collective system of the League. In man- 
power and material power this had added 
greatly to the political’ weight of the League, 
because if has brought up to sixty the 
number of Sovereign States now forming the 
League of Nations—it was a fact which 
should give Governments of people food for 
thought, that out of a woehd population of 
} 850,000,000 people more than 1,700,000 were 
either directly or indirectly associated with 
the League. The entrance of Russia, as Mr. 
Litvinof had pointed out, had added to the 
League two hundred different nationalities, 
speaking fifty distinct languages. 

Perhaps the most interesting feature of she 
formality of the Russian reception had been 
the powerful plea to the Russian delegation 
by Mr. de Valera to proclaim religious 
freedom for every Russian subject—a plea 
which still awaited reply! 


A TURNING POINT 


The Assembly of 1934 had registered 
further progress in the marked development 
of the team spirit in League work, due 
to a more definite realisation of the immen- 
sity of the tasks of world ‘regeneration 
entrusted to the League. The problems of 
disarmament, traffic in arms, the Chaco War, 
the Assyrian and other refugees were, how- 
ever, dominated by the interest created by 
the Saar, due to the belief that the Saar 
would be a turning point, not merely in 
the work of the League, but quite probably 
deciding the issue of war or peace during 
the next ten years. 

The Saar, with its 790 square miles of 
territory and an industrialised population of 
880,000 people, must decide on January 13th 
whether or not. they wished to remain under 
League control or be transferred to France ; 
or, thirdly, return to the German fold—and 
whether as a “whole or in part ” in either 
case. Whilst prophecy was always a doubt- 
ful practice, most observers were inclined 
to the view that about 85 per cent. would 
vote for a return to Germany—one result of 
which would be the tragic responsibility im- 
posed upon the European States of caring 
for probably 30,000 to 50,000 refugees, the 
number of people it was estimated would 
either leave or be expelled from the region. 

But the voting did not decide the issue; 
it would still be open to the Council of the 
League to ‘‘interpret’’ the decision of the 
vote, which, in any case, would throw up 
a half-dozen other issues like the purchase 
by Germany from France of her coalfields. 
If in the intervening weeks the situation 
was handled without heat, and statesman- 
ship grasps the problem firmly, and takes 
decisions based solely upon the need for 
eace in the world and the welfare of the 
inhabitants of the Saar, a new era would 
begin in the relationship between France 
and Germany—then any good thing will be 
possible for the nations of the world.

TRAM COMPANY 
CRITICISED

Criticism of the Dublin United Tramway 
Company s proposals íor the building of omm- 
buses outside of Dublin was voiced at, the 
adjourned monthly meeting of the Dublin 
Trades Union Council, which was held last 


night. 
Mr. . Milner, National Union of Vehicle 
Builders, moved a resolution pledging the 


support of the affiliatel unions to the vehicle 
builders in any action which they might 
decide to take to prevent ‘buses being made 
outside the city, or to prevent the importa- 
tion of ’bus bodies. 

He said that it was rumoured that the 
company proposed to build 150 new ‘buses; 
that some of these were being placed with a 
non-union firm in the country. 

The resolution was seconded by Mr. D. 
Hanlon, Tramway Branch, Irish Transport 
and General Workers’ Union. 

Mr. G. Lynch, Amalgamated Transport and 
General Workers’ Union, said that the lack 
of *buses was being used by the company as 
an excuse for not giving the men a full work- 
ing week, and for not providing adequate 
services. He suggested that they Peony get 
all the facts before they took action. 

Mr. P. T. Daly, Secretary, said that when 
he had received the complaint from the 
vehicle builders he had communicated with 
the management of the company. 

Mr. M. Harriss, in his reply on behalf of 
the company, had mentioned that in the past 
all body building, both for trams and 
‘buses, had been carried out at the Inchicore 
works, and that normally there would be 
no occasion to do otherwise. The works at 
Inchicore, which were being enlarged, had 
not yet been completed. As a result the com- 
pany now proposed to have bodies for ‘buses 
built by a competent firm, having its works 
in the Saorstat, but outside of Dublin. The 
latter fact, the letter went on, did not seem 
sufficient reason for withholding orders from 
them in view of the fact that the company 
did not propose to curtail employment in its 
own works, but to increase the number of 
men employed. 

Mr. Harris added that the company could 
not admit that the claim to differentiate in 
favour of Dublin, and at the cost of delay 
in the reconstruction programme which had 
been sanctioned by the directors, was 
justified, 

Mr. Daly said that in a further letter from 
the Council the need for placing the orders 
in Dublin was again stressed, and it was 
suggested that if this was impossible orders 
should only be placed with provincial firms 
employing trade union labour and paying the 
Dublin rate of wages. No reply was received 
as yet to this communication. 

A delegate said that there were at least 
one hundred vehicle-builders in Dublin avail- 
able to do the work, 

The Council unanimously agreed to support 
the vehicle-builders in any action which they 
might decide to take. 

In the Printing Trades’ Group report 
mention of new claims on behalf of various 
sections for increased wages and shorter 
hours was made.

A DUBLIN ARTIST 


(By Oswaldo Reeves.) 
The collection of paintings and drawings 
by Miss Frances mys: now on view at 


St. Stephen’s Green, 
brings to the notice of our art patrons works 


| to those in- 
terested in the progress of painting in Dublin 
ificance. 

While a student at the Dublin Metropolitan 
School of Art, Miss Kelly was awarded, in 
1932, the aed Higgins Travelling Scholar- 
ship, affording facilities for three years’ study 
abroad, and, in that connection, the exhibition 
shows some of the results of the efforts of the 
first holder of that scholarship to avail her- 
self of the opportunity of study in Paris, in- 
cluding study under an eminent artist of the 
modern school of painting—M. Leopold 
Survage. We in Dublin have little real 
acquaintance with modern developments in the 
art of painting, and, as among those develop- 
ments, there are tendencies of which we 
have an occasional glimpse—to over self- 
conscious insistance upon extreme individual 
treatments and prejudices—the whole move- 
ment is apt to regarded unfavourably by 
us. 
A visit to Miss Kelly’s exhibition modifies 
any such attitude, and may much to 
awaken understanding and to win sympathy 
with some, at least, of the aims of the modern 
movement. 


New Vision 


Her work reveals a new kind of vision in 
painting; new, that is, to many of us. It is 
new, not in the exploitation of some personal 
prejudice, but, in freedom from prejudices that 
have become established and so general in 
our painting that we have ceased to be 
conscious of them as such. We have become 
accustomed to an insistance upon unessentials 
and the consequent loss of most that is of 
real worth. We recognise in her painting a 
vision inspired by feeling, searching for the 
presence residing in the things before her— 
— an eloquent feeling pervading, say, 
a group of objects, of greater worth than any 
mere material features. Her purpose is to 
create painting—to create the expression of a 
perception visually felt. The work on view 
has not the extreme treatment generally be- 
eved to characterise the modern; yet, it 
differs widely from the painting we are 
accustomed to see. 

Approached in the manner referred to, 
simplification occurs in respect of certain 
aspects of painting. Elaborate detailed 
realisation; correctness according to our 
knowledge of the constructive formation of 
things; and general plausibility in respect of 
representation, lie outside the vision and 
purpose that concerns itself with appearances 
as felt, and with the making of paintings 
with that as the subject-material. To those 
who usually approach painting as having a 
concern somewhat akin to that of photo- 
graphy, this way of approach leads into & 


sphere of new experiences, new under- 
standings, new delight, exquisiteness and 
affection. 


Miss Kelly’s Craftsmanship 


In these respects the paintings are 
enlightening and give deep enjoyment. Equal, 
if not greater, enjoyment, however, is 
afforded by the skill with which ‘the delicate, 
subtle observations and feeling are expressed 
in the craftsmanship, In many of the 
paintings we see the processes of painting 
raised to a high level of achievement; we are 
charmed by the exquisiteness of the effects, 
and mystified as to how it can have been 
brought about—so effortless, apparently, and 
so sim. %, yet so eloquent in every touch. 
Possib!> it is here, in craftsmanship, that this 
modern painting is most successful. 

he “Portrait: Mrs. T. G. Wilson and 
Daughter’’ (No, 2) and the large still-life 
painting, No. 3, are fine examples of this 
artist's work, each having nobility of con- 
ception, vision and expression. In many of 


beauty, notably in No, 20, “Greek torso, 
with roses.”’ 

The many drawings, from the living model, 
included in the collection form a strong 
feature of the exhibition. Nobility of feeling 
corresponding to that in the paintings marks 
them, together with a high level of accom- 
plishment. - Among them are several that 
alone establish the draughtsman as an artist 
of distinction, and one enlightened in the 
modern movement. 

As a young artist’s first exhibition this 
occasion is a notable one, and the future 
work of Miss Frances Kelly will be looked 
forward to with keen interest.

FREE STATE FIRM’S 
VENTURE

PORTADOWN, Wednesday. 


Arrangements for the establishment of a 
creamery at Newry by one of the leading 
Irish Free State creameries are almost 
complete. 
At a meeting at Mullahead on Tuesday 
night it was explained that auxiliary 
creameries would be established in outlying 
districts, where the minimum number of 40U 
cows was promised. Grade D: milk would be 
chiefly used, and paid for at 5d. per gallon 
in summer, and 6d. in winter. Grade C milk 
would realise a penny per gallon more. As 
it took three gallons of milk to make one 
pound of butter to sell at 7d. or 8d., the value 
of selling milk to the creamery was apparent. 
In addition, the farmer would have the skim 
milk returned to him. 
Mr. Charles Magee, Newry, said that the 
agricultural industry was facing a more 
prosperous future than it had yet seen in 
their generation. It had benefitted greatly 
as the result of the Marketing of Potatoes, 
Eggs and Pork Acts, and, but for the latter 
Act, pork would now be only about ó0s. per 
cwt., instead of almost 60s. 
Mr. M. J. McGarry, of the Northern 
Ireland Ministry of Agriculture, said that the 
firm establishing the creamery controlled 
sixty or seventy creameries in the Free State, 
and the prices were guaranteed. There would 
be no competition with the 
creameries, as only the untapped areas would 
be touched, and all the milk possible would 
be taken. The firm was coming .North, as 
it was chiefly concerned with the export 
trade: but, unless a _ sufficient supply was 
promised, it would not be worth their while. 
Mr. Joseph Ferris, Jerrettspass, said that 
in the past five years the cow population ol 
Northern Ireland had decreased by 76,000, and, 
but for the marketing of milk scheme, he 
did not believe that there would have been 
a cow left in the country by 1956, 
shop-keepers, he added, had been buying 
country butter at. 8d: and 9d. per lb., to sell 
at 4d. per lb., so as to assist the farmers, 
but he though’ that that loss had to be made 
up by increasing the cost of other: goods.

Conscription of the young Soviet citizens 
born in 1912, which is now going on through- 
out the U.S.S.R., is the occasion of national 
festivities, writes Reuter’s Moscow Corre- 
spondent. 

All streets and squares near the conscrip- 
tion centres are decorated with slogans, 
placards and streamers, and these centres are 
visited by members of the Government, high 
officers of the Red Army, ‘“‘heroes’’ of the 
Soviet Union, well known artists and 
writers. The officials chat to the recruits 
who come to report for duty. Artists and 
musicians arrange concert programmes for 
them. Orchestras give performances at some 
of the conscription centres in Leningrad. 

Sesides this, leading Leningrad chess 
players—Botvinnil, Romanovsky, Kubel and 
others—appeared at the centres. They 
played exhibition games for the edification of 
the conscripts, and then some of the recruits 
pitted themselves against the masters of the 
game. Comrades whe are free at the time— 
workmen, collective farmers, and so forth— 
accompany the conscripts on their way to 
join up. Factory managers and chairmen of 
collective farms and local Soviets (councils) 
take part in the procession. 

In some cases the calling-up of the young 
man is made the occasion for parties. The 
whole of the staff of the Schmidt works in 
Baku, for instance, assembled at the home 
of Mr. Kagramanov, a shock-worker at the 
factory. And the old Mr. Kagramanov 
opened the gathering by a little speech. 
‘To-day the Kagramanov family gives tts 
two eldest sons, Ashot and Gurgen, to the 
Red Army,” he said. “ They were good at 
their studies. They were good shock-workers 
at the factory. May they now prove to be 
better shock-workers in the Red Army, the 
best defenders of a great fatherland.”’ 

The new conscription, says the Tass Agency, 
will supply the Red Army with exceptionally 
fit and healthy men. The percentage of men 
unfit for the Army has fallen sharply since 
last year, and the new men are literate and 
eultured. Among the men recruited this year 
in the Moscow region, it is added, there 1s 
not a singie illiterate. 

Most of the new conscripts are “ Voroshilov 
snipers” (which means that they have passed 
an examination in shooting at targets) and 
have a sporting record which gives them the 
right to wear the “ Ready for Labour and 
Defence Badge.’ Industrial workers form 
45.8 per cent. of the Red Army and peasants 
42.5 per cent.—a fact which is pointed out as 
evidence of the growing industrialisation of 
the country. About 50 per cent. of the Army 
are estimated to be members of the Communist

The Indian Mistake 


After eighteen months of deliberation 
the Joint Select Committee on Indian 
Constitutional Reform has issued its 
report. Various opinions concerning it 
are printed in to-day’s issue of this news- 
paper, but we fancy that most people will 
regard the report as a very thin result of 
so many months’ labour. In essence, and 
in the great majority of details, the 
British Government’s scheme remains un- 
altered. India still is destined to become 
a federation of provincial States, linked 
by common subjection to a central Govern- 
ment and Legislature. Every separate 


| State will have its own Legislature and 


its own Government, headed by a British 
Governor or an Indian Prince, as the case 
may be, but possessing a Cabinet of either 
British or Indian Ministers ; and virtually 
the whole administration of the province 
will be in the hands of its Government, 
responsible to its own Legislature. The 
affairs of India, regarded as an entity, 
will be the concern of the central Adminis- 
tration. Here, similarly, will be a 
Government responsible to a Legislature, 
and elected by vote of the provincial 
Houses. It is in the manner of election 
to this central Legislature that the Com- 
mittee’s recommendations show their most 
notable divergence from the original White 
Paper scheme. The old scheme would 
have the central Houses elected by direct 
vote of the enfranchised people of India ; 
the new proposals will substitute the 
indirect method of election by the pro- 
vincial Houses. Only students of Indian 
politics can tell whether the change will 
make any real difference. In theory it 
will render the scheme less democratic— 
and on that ground the Nationalists are 
discontented with it; but the practical 
effect appears to be small. 

Even under this proposed Constitution 
it will be impossible to call India either 
a democratic or an independent State. In 
the first place, no more than fourteen 
per cent, of her population will be entitled 
to vote for the provincial Legislatures. 
In the second place, the power of the pro- 
vincial Governments will be moderated by 
special powers granted to the Governors 
for use in time of emergency; and 
similarly the Viceroy’s authority will im- 
pinge upon the sovereignty of the central 
Legislature. The provincial Governors 
will have special duties—to prevent any 
menace to the peace of their Provinces, 16 
safeguard the interests of minorities 
therein, to secure the rights of members of 
the public services, and to prevent com- 
In his larger 
sphere the Governor-General will exercise 
all these functions—and more besides, In 
a state of general emergency he can govern 
by ordinances, having the force of law for 
a period of six months. He can take 
action, overriding the will of the Govern- 
ment, for certain specified purposes, which 
will include the safeguarding of India’s 
financial stability and credit. Further- 
more, he will enjoy full responsibility for 
national defence and for the conduct of 
external and ecclesiastical affairs. The 
net result is that, while India will enjoy 
three-quarters-complete control of her own 
destinies in time of external and internal 
peace, she wil] find that the British hand 
still lies heavily on her as often as she 
may choose to misbehave herself. Her new 
Constitution, however little or much it 
has been altered by the Joint Select Com- 
mittee, is another of the typically British 
compromises to which the world has grown 
accustomed.

we had not realised the full gravity of the 
situation until we studied a table which 
has been supplied to General Mulcahy by 
the Minister for Local Government. This 
table shows the position in respect of Free 
State, rates at the end of the first six 
months of the current financial year, and 
discloses a really alarming condition of 
affairs. The total rate warrants for the 
financial year 1934-1935 amounted to 
£3,305,107. Of this sum £122,007, or 
three per cent., had been collected by 
September 30th. In other words, the 
collection of rates has failed almost 
entirely. Four County Council areas— 
Limerick, South Tipperary, Westmeath 
and President de Valera’s own con- 
stituency in County Clare—have paid 
nothing at all, and a large number of 
counties has paid considerably less than 
10 per cent. of the warrants. Mayo, 
strangely enough, is the model county, 
with a rate collection of 27.1 per cent. 
Cavan follows with 26.3 per cent., and 
then comes Monaghan, longo intervallo, 
with 14.6 per cent. Dublin is well down 
the list with a miserable record of 4.4 
per cent. According to General Mulcahy’s 
calculations, the total amount of rates 
that was outstanding on September 30th 
was no less than £35,235,728. Comparing 
this year with previous years we find that, 
whereas the total collection amounts now 
to ó per cent., it was 12 per cent. on 
September 30th of last year, 19 per cent. 
in 1952-1933, and 27 per cent. in 1931- 
1932. We hesitate to draw the obvious 
deductions from these figures, because we 
know full well that a clever statistician 
probably would be able to prove con- 
clusively, as Mr. Seán Lemass seems to 
be able to prove in respect of unemploy- 
ment, that the table means just the 
opposite of what it suggests. The ugly 
fact remains, however, that fewer and 
fewer ratepayers are meeting their just 
obligations. Many of them, doubtless, 
have Hobson’s choice; they have no money, 
and therefore cannot pay anybody any- 
thing. With them we have the deepest 
sympathy. There is, however, another 
section of the community with which we 
have no sympathy at all. We refer to 
those who are well able to pay, but are 
holding off either because they do not like 
the present Government or in the vague 
hope that one of these days, in the general 
confusion which they anticipate, they will 
manage to get off scot free. There can be 
no excuse for either of these attitudes. 
Whether or not ratepayers agree with the 
Government, they must pay their dues. 
Sooner or later they will be compelled to 
pay, and the longer they allow their 
arrears to accumulate the worse will be 
their ultimate plight. We hardly need to 
say that we do not acquit the Government 
from blame in the matter; but the fulfil. 
ment of the citizen’s duty is the basis of 
every civilised State. 


The Ninth Plague 


In the greater towns of England, autumn 
and early winter are more notable as a 
season of mists than of mellow fruitful- 
ness. In Dublin, too, the air thickens as 
the days grow shorter; but our mists 
seldom do more than soften the outlines 
of the buildings, or cause us to turn on the 
light half-an-hour earlier than usual. 
Sometimes, in moments of enthusiasm, we 
refer to them as “ fogs’’; for fogs and a 
tramway system have come to be regarded 
as the hall-mark of the important city. In 
fact, however, we know nothing of fogs— 
our climate, so unkind in many ways, has 
not chosen to inflict them on us. The real 
fog has its home in London, and all others 
are pale imitations, hardly worthy of the 
name. Ranging through every tint from 
sulphurous yellow to complete black, it 
begins to make its presence felt early in 
October, settles down to work in earnest 
during November. and December, and pays 
intermittent visits until the spring drives 
it away for good. To the visitor it would 
appear that there are only two kinds of 
fog in London—bad and very bad—though 
the older citizens are accustomed to com- 
plain that even the worst cannot compete 
with those supplied at the end of the last 
century. Still, the fog which has enveloped 
London during the last few days should 
compare very favourably with any of the 
‘" pea-soup “ fogs of Victoria’s reign. Ships 
have been unable to enter or leave the port, 
railway trains have met with accidents, 
traffic in the streets has been disorganised, 
and confusion is everywhere. Meanwhile, 
the Londoner accepts the situation with his 
habitual calm, and, under conditions that 


would drive almost anybody else to in- 


sanity, goes about his daily tasks as if 
nothing was wrong. We, while we admire 
his fortitude, should be thankful that we 
are not called upon to imitate it.

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CASTLEKNOCK COLLEGE 
RE-UNION

The first event of the series of celebrations 
that will commemorate the centenary of 
Castleknock College, Dublin, took place last 
night, when a distinguished company of 
former students and their guests, to the 
number of two hundred, dined together at 
the College. : | 

It naa St. Raphael’s Day; October 24th, 
1834. that the first community of the 
Vincentians—the Reverends Dowley, Lynch, 
McNamara, Burke, Kickham, Sheil, Reynolds, 
McCann, Kelly, Scully, and Hand—entered 
into possession of the place. 

"Five were priests ordained but a year or 
two before; their friend and guide was 
Father Dowley, who resigned his position as 
Dean in Maynooth to join them,” said. the 

esent President of the College (the Very 

ev. T K. O'Donovan, C.M.), speaking of 
its origin. He continued :— 

“The College was opened in August, 1835. 
The first pupil was Master John Lynch, later 
Archbishop of Toronto, founder of Niagara 
University—first of sixteen archbishops and 
bishops whose names are found on the 
College roll.” 

The President referred to “the great 
achievements of the sons of the College in 
Church and State, in the professions, in com- 
merce, in literature, in athletics, at. home 
and in every land where Irishmen are to be 
found.”’ i i 

He said that the intensely interesting 
story of the College's growth would be avail- 
able soon from the pen of the College 
historian, Father Campbell. ‘* The College,” 
he said, “has been staffed almost entirely 
by sons whom our Alma Mater educated 
herself, There can be no wonder that in a 
Union of her past students there should be 
an identity of spirit, a spontaneity of friend- 
ship, and a loyalty which has never failed 
ma will never fail; and no wonder that we 
take an excusable pride in the accomplish- 
ment,of this great term of years by the 
College, which has given us so much that 
we treasure, both for life and for eternity.”’ 

The toast of “The Pope’ having been 
honoured, the President replied to the toast 
of “The College,” which was given by Mr. 
Cecil Lavery, K.C., President of the Union. 

Mr. Lavery referred to the inauguration of 
the Union on December 5, 1896, when the 
then Lord Chief Justice of England (Lord 
Russell of Killowen) was appointed Presi- 
dent. At the inaugural banquet, in 1897, a 
Vice-President (the Bishop of Canea) said 
that theirs was the first lay College Union 
in Ireland, “ the first to make an effort to 
bring together all her children, however they 
may be sundered by time or place, and to 
keep them in touch with one another, and 
revive among them the guileless memories of 
care-free schooldays.” 

He extended a cordial welcome to the 
representatives of the Unions of Clongowes 
Wood, St. Mary’s, Knockbeg, Terenure, and 
the Cistercian Colleges.

VOCAL AND PIANOFORTE 
DUETS 

Those two talented Dublin pianists, Dorothy 
Stokes and Alice Yoakley, are to be con- 
gratulated on their enterprise and originality 
in arranging for a rectal in which the pro- 
gramme was composed wholly of pianoforte 
and vocal duets. It was a form of entertain- 
ment entirely new, and one was very glad to 
see their experiment so well rewarded by the 
large attendance at the Aberdeen Hall of the 
Gresham Hotel. Both pianists are well 
known and appreciated for their worth as solo 
performers, so that there was a natural 
curiosity to see how they would pull together 
as a team. They certainly did not shirk a 
searching test, as they set themselves an 
arduous and exacting programme. 

The inter-play of the two instruments was 
fascinating to follow in the Saint Saens’ Varia- 
tions on a Theme of Beethoven. A later piece 
by the same composer, “Le Rouet 
d’'Omphale,’’ was splendidly descriptive.

THE ‘INDIA REPORT

RE long-awaited report of the Joint 
Select Committee on the Constitution 
of India was issued just before three 
o'clock this afternoon, and members be 
sieged the Votes Office in tl» Lobby oi 
the House of Commons to secure copies 
The report consists of two Blue Books of 
some eleven hundred pages, and in effect 
recommends Home Rule for India, with 
what appear to be really substantia! 
reservations and safeguards. There are 
some notable peperturee from toe India 
ite Paper proposals, one being that 
hea to he Federal Lower House should 
be indirect and by the members of the 
Lower Houses of the Provincial 
Assemblies, instead of directly by voters 
in the territorial constituencies. There 
would be no Viceroy as at present, but a 
Governor-General, who would have contro! 
of defence ‘and foreign with and who 
would possess certain over-riding powers 
oes both the Central and the Provincia! 
Governments. Members to-da; were 
deeply interested in the report, but few 
would express an opinion of any kind. 


Two Years’ Work 


The Committee was one of the strongest 
Committees that has ever sat on any sub- 
ject in this country. It was composed of 
sixteen members, which included four 
Cabinet Ministers, three ex-Viceroys, two 
ex-Secretaries for India, three former 
Provincial Governors, the Archbishop of 
Canterbury, and the Earl of Derly 
Since the Committee began its work nearly 
two years have passed, and it has met on 
159 occasions. Evidence was heard until 
the end of 1933. During this period 
twenty Indian delegates «ttended over 
seventy meetings, and Burmese delegates 
sat with the Committee about a dozen 
times. After months of general discussion 
the first of several drafts of its report 
was produced in June last. This was 
submitted to weeks of careful examina. 
tion, and not until last month was the 
final draft adopted.

Savings Certificates 


Reports that the British Government in- 
tends to withdraw the present issue of 
Savings Certificates in favour of a new 
series at a lower rate of interest may prove 
to be premature. It is true that the yield 
on gilt-edged securities has shown a steady 
decline in recent years, but so has the yield 
on Savings Certificates. When the first 
issue was made in 1916 the price was 
15s. 6d., and the value increased to 20s. 
at the end of five years, and 26s. at the end 
of ten years. These Certificates remained 
in issue until 1922, and further issues were 
made in 1923, 1932, and June last year, the 
interest on each new series being lower 
than for former issues. The Certificates 
now current cost 16s., and at the end of 
twelve years are worth 23s.

GOVERNOR-GENERAL’S 
POWERS 
The Committee’s report, which is the 
result of an inquiry lasting eighteen 
months, presents a complete scheme for an 


Jndian Constitution. 

The broad effect of the proposals would 
be to make provision in a single Act ol 
Parliament for the establishment, subject 
to safeguards, of self-governing British 
Indian Provinces, autonomous within the 
Jargest part of the field of Government, 

nked te an all-India Federal Government 
responsible for much of the refiiainder of 
the field of government to a Legislature, 

which both the British Provinces and 
the Indian States would be represented. 

The States would enter the Fed eration 
hy the voluntary act of their rulers. No 
clange is contemplated in the :nternal 
acgime of the States, nor in the relation- 
ship between their rulers and the Crown 
cutside the Federal sphere. But it is pro 
posed that the Provinces should manage 
‘heir own affairs to a greater extent than 

present. The great majority of the 
epartments of Government which affect 
ndividuals from day to day, among them 

w and order, as well as certain stems of 
evenue, including land taxes, wouid be 
the business of the Provinces. 

The Federation. will deal with : .attes 
such as currency and tariffs which affect 
India as a whole. 

It is proposed to reserve to t¢ 
Governor-Gereral the control of such 
matters as defence and foreign affairs, ard 
to provide real and substantial powers 
that would enable both him and the 
Provincia] Governors to take independent 
and, if necessary, overriding action for the 

achievement of certain specified purposes. 

There would thus be an effective reserve 
of power intended to provide the necessary 
safecuards for the honouring of British 


cessful working of Parliamentary govern- 
ment in the India of to-day must depend on 
the translation of the “ safeguards ” 
enshrined in British Constitutional prac- 
tice into safeguards embodied in the actual 
framewotk of the Indian Constitution. 
These safeguards are a necessary comple- 
ment to responsible government in India. 
Provincial autonomy, if it is not to prove 
disruptive of Indian unity, must be accom- 
panied by some binding process at the 
centre, and Federation seems the only 
method. The States will enter a Federation 
only on condition that they have a real 
voice in the determination of its policy. 
This means that the Federal Government 
must be a responsible Government. 
Discussing the Provincial Executive, the 
Committee say that the Governor would 
be guided by the advice of Ministers in all 
matters other than the administration of 
excluded areas (backward tracts) and a 
limited class of matters specifically left by 
the Constitution Act to his discretion... But 


|} the Governor may occasionally have to 


exercise on his own responsibility powers 
that he would normally exercise on the 
advice of Ministers. 


SPECIAL RESPONSIBILITY 


The Committee define the sphere within 
which he should be able to act in this way 
by placing upon him a “' special responsi- 
bility ” for the following purposes :'— 

Prevention of any menace to the peace 


or tranquillity of the Province ; safeguard- 


ing of the legitimate interests of minori- 
ties ; securing of the rights and legitimate 
interests of the members of the public 
services; prevention of commercial dis- 
crimination; protection of the rights of 
Indian States; administration of areas 
declared to be partially excluded areas; 
and securing the execution of orders law- 
fully issued by the Governor-General, 


THE POLICE FORCE 


The Committee also consider that, 
essential as it is to transfer the general 
control of “ law and order ” to Indian 
Ministers, special safeguards are equally 
essential. 

The police force must be protected from 
any suspicion of political influence or 
pressure. The Police Acts and the rules 
regulating police organisation and dis- 
cipline should not be amended without the 
Governor’s consent. | 

Special safeguards are proposed to pre- 
serve the secrecy of the records of the 
Intelligence, or special, branches of the 
police which are engaged in combating 
terrorism, 

The Committee consider it necessary to 
give Provincial Governors power to ensure 
that the measures taken to deal with 
terrorism are effective. It is, therefore, 
proposed that the Constitution Act should 
empower the Governor to assume charge 
of any branch of the Government for the 
purpose of combating such activities or, if 
necessary, to create new machinery for the 
purpose. 

For the due discharge of his special re- 
sponsibilities, it is proposed to give the 
Governor power to secure legislation and 
financial measures. In emergencies, the 
Governor should be able to . issue 
ordinances having the force of law for 
six months. In the event of a breakdown 
of the Constitution the Governor should 
be able to take over as much or as little of 
the Administration as seems necessary in 
the particular circumstances. 


THE FEDERATION 


The Federation should be brought into 
existence by a proclamation by the King, 
but not until the rulers of States repre- 
senting not less than half the total 
population of the States, and entitled to 
at least half the seats allotted to the 
States in the Federal Upper Chamber, 
have signified that they desire to accede. 

The Committee contemplate that pro- 
vincial autonomy would be likely to 
precede the establishment of the Federa- 
tion. In the Federal Executive the 
Governor-General would be advised by a 
Council of Ministers on all matters other 
than defence, external affairs, ecclesiasti- 
cal affairs, and the administration of 
British Baluchistan. He would also be 
entrusted with special responsibilities, 
generally the same as those applicable to 
Provincial Governors, save that the 
Governor-General would bear a special re- 


sponsibility for the financial stability and 


credit of the Federal Government. 

In this connection he would have a 
financial! adviser to assist him. 

Three Councillors would be appointed to 


assist the Governor-General in the adminis- 


tration of the reserved departments. It 
is estimated that the establishment of pro- 
vincial autonomy would involve additional] 
expenditure of £562,500 per annum and 
the Federation a further £562,500. 

The separation of Burma would probably 
mean a loss to India of £2,250,000 per 


annum, and there would also be a loss to 
Federal revenues on account of financial 
adjustments with the Indian States.

ss general impression gathered here 
of reaction to the report of the Joint 
Select Committee on India 'is that Indian 
opinion censures the failure of the Com- 
mittee to endorse the ideal of Dominion 
status, and its provision, on the contrary, 
of ““a rigid Constitution unsusceptible of 
growth.” . 

All political parties, however, except, 
perhaps, the Socialist section of Congress, 
realise the desirability of using the powers 
provided to.. advance, by constitutional 
means, legislation promoting economic and 
social improvement. 

The report is considered to reveal the 
alleged weakness of the Constitution, par- 
ticularly the ‘‘dyarchical system at the 
centre,’’ which, it is declared, will prevent 
the development of any real voluntary 

artnerships between. the British and 

ndian peoples. 


LOOKING TO LABOUR 


Indians thus hope to secure an early 
revision of the Constitution, especially 
through a Labour Government in Britain. 

Commenting on the report, the National 
Call, the official organ of the Congress 
Party, writes: ‘‘The Joint Select Com- 
mittee has justified the fears of Indian 
Liberals by surrendering to the clamour 
of British ‘diehards.’ The shadow of 
responsibility contained in the White 
Paper has been made still more illusory 
by its reactionary recommendations, 

“The mockery has been reduced to a 
farce. Even the modest appeals of 
moderate protestants against the White 
Paper have been contemptuously ignored. 
Lord Linlithgow and his friends obviously 
acted at the dictation of Mr. Churchill, 
and not in response to the demands of 
prudence and statesmanship. The result 
is that instead of solving Indian problems 
they have merely shelved them,” 

Mr. P. N. Sapru, the son of Sir Tej 
Bahadur Sapru, who is a member of the 
Council of State, interviewed by Reuter 
regarding the report, said :— 

‘It is no use pretending that the re- 
port can have a good reception in India. 
The proposed reforms are not calculated 
to satisfy any section of responsible 
opinion. 

‘‘ Speaking as a Liberal who values the 
British connection, I regard the rejection 
of the Lothian scheme of direct elections 
at the centre as depriving the original 
White Paper scheme of its one merit— 
namely, its educative influence on the 
masses : 

“ It rules out democracy at the centre, 
and actually makes the position of the 
progressive groups worse than it is at 
present. I am compelled tu say that, in 
point of effective progress towards Home 
Rule, the proposed reforms are mere 
camouflage. 


VESTED INTERESTS 


‘They are calculated to reinforce vested 
interests—namely: Firstly,. the indus- 
trialist and capitalist class, whether 
British or Indian ; ‘secondly, the irrespon- 
sible land-owning class ; thirdly, the anti- 
quated Government systems of Indian 
States ; fourthly, the bureaucracy ; fifthly, 
the reactionary orthodex Brahmins ; 
sixtly, the Moslem military class, which, 
by continually exacting favours from the 
Government of India as the price of con- 
tinued loyalty, perpetuates communal dis- 
sensions.: 

“The reforms will make true progress 
towards nationhood.and democracy more 
difficult. 

‘‘So long as India is controlled in the 
last resort by the British Parliament, re- 
sponsible as the latter is to constituencies 
with interests which must necessarily 
often contrast with Indian interests, 
Cesar’s wife—-that is, the Government of 
India—cannot remain above suspicion. 

‘Party politics in England must in- 
evitably pull their weight, and even the 
most benevolently-minded Secretary of 
State must inevitably be forced 
occasionally to allow British interests to 
over-ride Indian ones. 

“ Until India is wholly goverened from 
India genuine trusteeship is impossiblo. 
The constitutional issues involved in free- 
ing India from the control of the British 
Parliament are not insurmoutnable, and 
ought to be surmounted as the first 
measure in any widely acceptable reforms. 

*“ Secondly, a definite date should be 
given for conferring full Dominion status 
on India. This would logically necessitate 
during the transition period a planned 
and energetic programme for the Indiantsa 
tion of the Army and other Services, and 
for mass education, rural uplift, and the 
emancipation of the people from the age 
long tradition of tyranny. 


TO CEMENT PARTNERSHIP 


“ Such a scheme would, I am convinced, 
take the wind completely from the sails 
of elements hostile to the British connec- 
tion, and would usher in a period of fruit 
ful collaboration and indefinitely cement 
Indo-British partnership. 

‘I wish to drive home, furthermore, the 
point that any new Constitution must pro- 
ceed on the basis of full responsible 
Government, with temporary provisions for 
a definite period of transition, and I would 
emphasise that the constitutioonal struc 
ture should not lead Indians, as the 
present proposals do, to feel that the 
British Government mistrusts democratic 
forces here. 

‘The present proposals fail to remove 
suspicions from the minds of Indians of all 
shades of opinions, and are, therefore, un- 
likely to pave the way for better relations, 
or to prevent future trouble and still 
greate> hitterness. 

Indian-owned newspapers at Calcutta, 
in their issues of to-morrow’s. date, 
unanimously find the proposals of the 
Joint Select Committee retrograde. They 
are emphatic that the proposals should 
be rejected. 

Amrita Bazar Patrika says that the 
Committee want to write on a clean slate 
by denying responsible Government to 
India for all time to come.

SITUATION A LITTLE 
EASIER 


IS position of the London naval 
negotiations improved slightly yester- 
sm Sir John Simon (Foreign Secretary) 
and Mr. Matsudaira (Japanese Ambassador 
in London) had over an hour's interview 
at the Foreign Office. 

An Anglo-American meeting will take 
place to-morrow, at which the latest 
exchanges on Japan’s claim to full equality 
of naval building rights will be considered. 

After yesterday s interview it was learned 
from a British source that the conversation 
was of a very friendly character, and was 
considered to have served a useful purpose. 
A number of the points prominent in the 
negotiations were, it was stated, talked 


Fever, and on none of them had discussion 


broken down. Further prolonged discus- 
sions, it was added, would certainly be 
necessary, and no solution of the present 
difficulties was yet in sight, but the feeling 
of those engaged on the British side was 
now slightly less pessimistic. 

Farlier in the day the subject of the 
naval conversations had been considered at 
the weekly meeting of the Cabinet. 

At the Japanese Embassy it was stated 
that “ the Tacnitiadin between Sir John 
Simoh and the Japanese Delegation will 
continue. The door is not yet closed. We 
expect that there will be a full meeting 
between the Japanese authorities here, 
headed by the Ambassador, and the British 
authorities. No arrangements for any 
future discussions have yet been made.”’ 

To-morrow’s meeting will be between Mr. 
Ramsay Macdonald and Sir John Simon, 
on the one hand, and Mr. Norman Davis 
(head of the United States Delegation) and 
Mr. Ray Atherton (Counsellor of the 
United States Embassy) on the other. 
Their talk will be upon the questions 
covered in the British Foseiee Secretary 's 
two interviews with the Japanese Ambas- 
sador. 

It is noticeable that Sir Bolton Eyres- 
Monsell (First Lord of the Admiralty) 
and Admiral Standley (Mr. Norman 
Davis’s colleague) will not be present. 

In British quarters no special signi- 
ficance is attached to the absence of the 
leading naval members. It is not con- 
sidered to be connected, for instance, with 
the rumours that a Far East non- 
aggression pact—a political, as distin- 
guished from a purely naval, question— 
is being proposed. Such a pact has been 
tentatively mentioned by the Japanese, 
but it has not yet been debated. 


ONLY WAY OUT

AN ANGLO-AMERICAN 
COMPROMISE 


A statement on ‘the position of the 
naval talks will be made in the House of 
Commons by Sir John Simon to-day, says 
Reuter. Japan, having rejected any com- 


‘promise on her fundamental principle of 


equality, the only way out of the impassé 
would appear to be a compromise from 
Britain and America on their views of 
naval strength, which is represented by 
the 5:5:3 ratio. 

It is possible that when the Prime 
Minister and Sir John Simon meet Mr. 
Norman Davis and Mr. Ray Atherton of 
the American delegation to-morrow morn- 
ing this idea of an Anglo-American com- 
promise to meet the Japanese will be dis- 
cussed. The expressed object of this meet. 
ing, however, is to allow a discussion with 
the United States delegates on the points 
covered during Sir John Simon’s recent 
interview with the Japanese Ambassador. 

At last Monday’s meeting between Sir 
John Simon att the Japanese Ambas- 
sador the Japanese reply was communi- 
cated. The discussion was resumed yes- 
terday afternoon, when, it is. understood, 
the Ambassador continued to discuss, in 
the light of his recent instructions from 
Tokio, the various points put forward by 
Great Britain. No new proposals were 
put forward, but, as a result of the meet- 
ing, slightly less pessimistic feelings were 
expressed in British circles. 

The subjects for discussion in the naval 
talks, which were reduced by the Japa- 
nese reply, were further narrowed down 
yesterday, when it was intimated in 
American circles that the United States 
see no point in discussing the Washington 
Treaty clause providing for non-fortifica- 
tion in the Pacific, if that is all there is 
left to discuss. As a part of a treaty that 
clause would be acceptable to the United 
States, but as a clause alone it is of no 
value to them. No official statement of 
this view has been made as yet, but it is 
one of the points now under consideration 
by the United States State Department at 
Washington. 

The American delegation still is expect- 
ing instructions from Washington, and the 
nature of these will depend on to-morrow’s 
meeting. 

Although ‘‘ further prolonged diseus- 
sions ’’ were, indicated following yester- 
day’s Anglo-Japanese talk, many ob- 
servers believe that the talks are nearing 
adjournment.

“ You cannot eat your cake and have 
it, Mr. Neville Chamberlain (Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer) told a meeting at 
Manchester last night. We have been 
eating our cake in the way of new expendi- 
iures so rapidly of late that I must warn 
you that very large increases of revenue 
will be necessary to meet this increased 
expenditure before there is anything over 
for the relief of the taxpayer in the next 
Budget. 

Mr. Chamberlain’s remark was received 
in silence, and he added, laughingly—‘“ I 
see I have reduced you to the condition of 
a depressed area. These warnings are 
salutary, but sometimes a little un- 
pleasant. 

In a reference to the Joint Select Com- 
mittee’s Report on India, Mr. Chamber- 
lain said that they would see that the 
recommendations tended to strengthen the 
safeguards, and he hoped that the pro- 
posal would go a good way towards miti- 
gating the fears and anxieties of many 
patriotic people. If there should remain 
differences in the Conservative Party, he 
trusted that they would be expressed in a 
manner calculated to change as little as 
possible the unity of the party, which was 
ubsolutely essential if they were to ward 
off the Socialist attack at the next 
election. 

After referring to Lancashire’s cotton 
trade with India, Mr. Chamberlain said 
that it was not his intention to repeal, or 
reduce, the Customs duties on raw silks, 
or the Excise duties on artificial silks, at 
any rate before the end of March, 1936.

Duke of Kent, and waved to the onlookers.

Later, unrecognised by most of the 
crowd, the Royal couple drove to St. 
James’s Palace, and had tea with the

The welcome at the station was an in- 
timate family scene, without ceremony or 
formality. 

In a glowing pool of light thrown down 
in the surrounding fog by a battery of 
electric lamps the King and Queen waited 
for their son and the Princess.

A full programme faces the Royal 
couple, but this afternoon has been left 
to them to spend as they wish. It is 
possible that they will go shopping to- 
gether in the West End. 

It was learned last night that the Duke 
of Kent and Princess Marina will sign two 
marriage registers at their wedding. The 
first is the ordinary marriage register for 
the purposes of the Registrar-General. The 
second is the Royal Register of Marriages, 
a book which contains the records of all 
Royal marriages, births and christenings 


during the last century. After the

FIRST IMPRESSIONS

The Times to-day observes in a leading 
article: —The report of the Joint Com- 
mittee on India is far too large and 
serious a matter to admit of hasty con- 
clusions. The first impression made by 
the report is that it has attracted an 
immense weight of authority behind it. 
The second impression is that the main 
principles’ of the Government's draft 
scheme have stood a peculiarly searching 
test. Provincial autonomy stands as a 
matter of course. It has been common 
ground ever since the report of the 
Statutory Commission, though there have 
been many attempts to whittle it down 
by the reservation of what Sir John Simon 
and his colleagues, in one of the most 
impressive passages of their great survey, 
held to ke a condition inherent in any 
true autonomy—the control of law and 
order. The conception of an All-India 
Federation stands also, and with it, sub- 
ject to certain large and recognised 
reservations—defence and foreign relations 
are the most important of them—the 
principle of a responsible Government at 
the centre. That, again, might almost 
be thought a matter of course, for to many 
of us it has always seemed incredible that 
provincial autonomy could be established 
securely without the coping stone of a 
responsible Central Government in the 
foreground. 

The prospect of eleven Provincial Legis- 
latures, all at loggerheads with an 
irresponsible centre, making common cause 
against it, instead of settling down to 
their own colossal task, losing all their 
local interests in a perpetual struggle 
for a cherished ideal—that is a 
prospect that has never for a moment been 
attractive, and the hope of an earlier 
Federation than the Statutory Commission 
could have foreseen, bringing into play 
the most stable factors in Indian life, was, 
in fact, to many Conservatives in this 
country the decisive argument against 
piecemeal reform. Central responsibility 
then stands with provincial autonomy— 
not necessarily to be brought into being 
at the same moment, for federation is a 
slow and complicated process, but to be 
recognised in the same instrument as part 
of a single scheme.. The principle of 
laying down at once the whole programme 
of Indian growth to full-self-government 
is by no means the least important that 
the committee have endorsed. 

Nevertheless, the third immediate im- 
pression left by their report is that its 
amendments of the White Paper are 
neither few nor negligible. Most of the 
changes consist, no doubt, in giving 
statutory form to those provisions against 
weakness or injustice or the collapse of 
Government which were always implicit 
in thé White Paper, and were certainly 
contemplated by its authors. None of 
them affects the main principles of the 
new constitutional scheme or the freedom 
of Indians to develop it as the years go 
on, but they may well have the effect of 
rendering it more palatable to those who 
have complained of its want of precision.

It is expected 
that it will take several years to pay off 
these commercial debts, including those 
owed to Manchester manufacturers.

FRANCE HAS MORE 
‘PLANES, SAYS MINISTER 
From Revrer’s CornresPONDENT. 
PARIS, Wednesday. 


A protest against ‘‘ panic rumours” 
that Germany possesses thousands of milt- 
tary ‘planes was uttered to-day by 
General Denain, the French Air Minister, 
when explaining the French air credits 
to the Aeronautical Commission of the 
Chamber of Deputies. 

In reality, he said; Germany would 
possess between 1,000 and 1,100 military 
machines at the beginning of next year.

FUNERAL OF CARDINAL 
GASPARRI 


From Revte:.’s CorresronpENT. 
ROME, Wednesday. 


Accompanied by friars bearing torches, 
the remains of Cardinal Gasparri, who 
died on Sunday, were conveyed this even- 
ing from his private house to the Church 
of Saint Ignatius in a humble hearse, 
made in his home village of Ussita, near 
Norcia, 

Behind the hearse followed an impres- 
sive procession, in which were carabinieri 


in full uniform and many hundreds of 
people. These included the Duke of 
Cafarelli, representing Signor Mussolini 


in his capacity as Minister of Foreign 
Affairs ; Cardinal Enrico Gasparr!, nephew 
of the late Cardinal: the Governor of the 
Vatican State, and the late Cardinal’s re- 
lations. 

There were three large wreaths—from 
the King of Italy, Signor Mussolini, and 
the Fascist Government. 

Before the body was taken from the 
house there was a ceremony, at which an 
account of the late Cardinal’s life, written 
in Latin script on parchment, was read. 
It described his work during the War, and 
his work as director of the codification of 
the Church laws, and laid special stress 
on the part he took in the signing of the 
concordat between the Vatican and the 
Italian Government. 

This account of his life was then rolled 
and put into a leaden tube, which was 
sealed and placed at the Cardinal's feet. 
It will be buried with him in his grave 
at Ussita ;
